The Forest Service has an organiza¬ 
tion on each National Forest for dis¬ 
covering and reporting (Ires, as well 
as for lighting them when they occur. 
Ilookout towers have been built at 
strategic points or. mountain peaks, 
conected by telephone lines with rang¬ 
ers' headquarters and with towns and 
camps where fire-flghting crews are 
organized in advance and are available 
at short notice. The organization for 
detecting and fighting fire is more 
complete this year than ever before. 
The most Important factor in fire pro¬ 
tection, however, is fire prevention, and 
to secure this the co-operation of the 
public is absolutely necessary.

"WETS” WIN AT THE ELECTION 

Present Ordinances Remain in Effect 
and Street Trees Will Not 
Be Moved 

Sierra Madre laws remain unchanged 
so far as the regulation of wineries 
and tin- sale of liquor, and the licens¬ 
ing of pool rooms are concerned. The 
trees now growing in tlie public road¬ 
ways will remain undisturbed. These 
tilings were determined by the elec¬ 
tion on Tuesday at which the record 
vote of 437 ballots was cast. 

Tlie vote on the parlous propositions 
: was as follows: 

Proposition I.—For the ordinance 
prohibiting the manufacture and sale 
of liquor, 1&9; against, 23S. 

Proposition II—For the ordinance 
prohibiting pool rooms, 202: against 
230. 

Proposition III.—For the removal of 
trees growing in public roadways, 164, 
against, 259. 

Effect of Election 

Bo far as the liquor ordinance is 
concerned the defeat of the initiative 
ordinance leaves the situation the 
same as before, permitting the sale of 
wine at the place of manufacture and 
not to he drunk on the premises, and 
leaving the way open for the "beer 
wagon" to come in from Pasadena. 
Saloons and table licenses are not per¬ 
mitted. The defeat of the pool room 
ordinance leaves the present ordinance 
providing for the licensing of pool 
rooms in effect. 

The advisory vote on the city's policy 
regarding street trees was decisive, the 
voters by a majority of 95 declaring 
for the retention of the trees now 
growing in the streets between the 
curb lines. 

No previous election ever generated 
such excitement or brought out such 
a large vote. Many voters registered 
especially for the election and the vote 
was even larger than has been expect¬ 
ed by those who had cheeked up the 
registrations. Workers were active on 
both sides, many autos being pressed 
into service to haul voters to the polls.

T HE problem of taking the best 
cure of her clot hen in oue that 
constantly confronts the girl 
who has u limited wardrobe, a 
limited space In which to keep It and 
limited spare time. Not only must 
garments be kept clean and fresh, but 
there is constant mending and repair¬ 
ing to be done, and then comes the of¬ 
ten perplexing question as to how the 
articles cun be stored without being 
wrinkled. 

The modern flat or liouse Is seldom 
built with umple closet space, and If a 
girl is compelled to live in one room 
there seem to be so many things to be 
pluced In the closet that it Is extreme¬ 
ly hard to keep the garments from be¬ 
ing crushed. A pole put in lengthwise 
is useful, for on tills a number of 
bangers may be suspended. 

When the wardrobe Is all ttxed for 
use make up your mlml that no dress 
shall be put away there until It Is in 
the best of shape. Keep your closet 
tidy by keeping your clothes well aired, 
brushed and pressed. 

I’ut iu tlrst such frocks as you may 
have for evening use. Press these be¬ 
fore hanging them up; then they will 
be ready for wear at any moment. A 
word to tile girl who lias but one room 
in a boarding house: If you wish to 
keep your clothes nice and yet suve 
money Invest iu an electric or gas Iron 
and a small Ironing board. Clothes 
cannot be kept neat without pressing, 
nnd the expense of having one's suit 
pressed by a tailor every time it gets 
wrinkled Is too lurge for the ordinary 
business girl. 

Now we come to the cnre of suits. 
These should lie thoroughly brushed 
and any mud or dirt spots removed lie 
fore the garment Is hung up. Upon 
taking the suit off. if possible, put It 
outside to air. Then In the morning 
give It a ten minutes' brushotT nnd put 
it away or put it on, ns the case may 
be. Velvets and heavy broadcloths es¬ 
pecially require heavy brushing, as the 
dust Itecomes grained In tile goods if it 
be allowed to stand too long Grease 
spots should be removed witli gasoline 
or benzine before hanging the garment 
with other clothes. 

Waists can be kept in a number of 
places. If a shirt waist box Is an un¬ 
known quantity and an extra drawer 
an unheard of luxury, waists may be 
hung on n hanger Just as well. Mend¬ 
ing and pressing. If needed, should lie 
done before putting them away. Shoes 
receive so little attention that it Is a 
wonder If they are even mentioned iu 
an article on clothes. So many girls 
seem to think that if the upper part of 
their body Is properly clothed their feet 
will escape observation Tills Is a very 
erroneous Impression, and the sooner 
corrected the better. Shoes should 
have trees to keep them in shape 
These should lie put iu Immisliately 
upon removing the shoes. A good 
brushing at the same time leaves them 
ready for use. A little vaseline rubbed 
in while tiie shoe is still warm will 
keep the leather soft and pliable and 
will keep (latent leather from cracking. 

How to Wash tha Face. 

When the water used for the facial 
bath Is hot enough to sting the skin it 
is too hot to be beneficial. It Is likely 
to cause the skin to become ultra sen¬ 
sitive. so that when It Is exposed to 
tiie sun or wind Jt will burn and grow 
red Hot water for bathing the face 
should be Just hot enough to lie used 
with perfect comfort. 

After playing golf or motoring It Is 
well to use a cleansing cream, rubbing 
It well Into the skin and removing it 
After four or live minutes with a piece 
of absorbent cotton. Then dip a soft 
floth In warm water and hold It 
■ gainst tiie face for a minute or two. 
Hry the skin gently with a towel with 
i gentle rotary movement. 

How to Make Nail Buffer. 

What do you do with the wrists to 
rour wornout evening gloves? You 
must no longer throw them away, for 
they make a splendid covering for a 
anil buffer Make a linger slmis'd roll 
■ liout live Inches long of llnunel or soft 
ration rags, rolled tight until about an 
Inidi in diameter. Sew them at the 
tdge. then slip over It the wrist of an 
old white glove. Kohl If over uml over 
to fit, tying the ends with a ribbon or 
elastic that is easily removable when a 
fresh cover Is wanted Tills makes i 
rery pliable nail burnisher that gives 
a wonderful polish nnd costs absolute 
ly nothing. 

How to Cleon Coat Collars. 

To clean coat collars try the follow¬ 
ing way: Instead of a cloth, which has 
to lie kept in motion for a long while 
to avoid leaving a ring in place of a 
a|Hit. use an old toothbrush Hip It 
Into the naphtha until thoroughly satu- j 
rated, then n few brisk rubs and the 
spot or grime has left for parts no 
known. The most delicate velvet can 
lie cleaned In this way. though It 
woyld not lie advisable to use a brush 
*n any fabric like satin. 

How to Claan Leather Bags. 

Shabby leather bags may lie Improv¬ 
'd In appearance by being rubbed over 
with well beaten white of an egg and 
hen polished with beeswax and tnrpeu 
ine. tiie II mi I rubbing being given with 
soft clean cloth.
